The bill pro- 
vides for more than lij,000 salaries of 
government employes. 


The total of the bill shows an in- 


crease of $1,128,843 over last year's 
measure. But this year's measure in- 
cludes 
a 
special 
appropriation 
of 


$2,2^6,100 and authorizes one thousand 
additional employes, for taking 
the 


agricultural census authorized by th 
law covering the last regular census in 
If 10. The committee in its report 
says that this is an extraordinary ex- 
1-enditure which will come once every 
ten years, and maintains therefore 
that this year's measure is naturally 
less than the last appropriation. The 
bill contains the usual provision cat- 
ting down the mileage allowance of 
members of congress from 
twenty 


cents a mile to five cents a mile. The 
fight to cut down the mileage allow- 
ance has been on for years, and al- 
though tbe committee each year re- 
ports the reduction Jn the bill, it is 
defeated either on tbe 
floor of the 


house or in the Senate. The commit- 
tee cut 3102.260 from the estimates of 
the Secretary of Commerce for 
the 


work of the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic conimarce, although 
an In- 


crease of 325.000 over last year's ap- 
propriation was allowed for promoting 
commerce witty South and

Newark just at the .present time is 


in the midst of an egg famine aud 
Ireih eggs are hard to secure, even the 
farmers feeling the pinch of privation.

There are quite a few cold storage 


cngs and these were retailing at thirty- 
two vents a dozen Monday while the 
r frt-sh ones were bringing forty and 


very few to be had at that price, in- 
deed moat grocwrs are only allowing 


• one dozen to* a customer when they 


have any on hand. 


Saturday a f eV down strictly fresh 


eggs were (brought into.the market but 
not enough to materially effect it in 
any way. In the production of eggs an. 
unusual fact has been noticed by the 
. poultrymeu. ' Afl soon as the recent 
rough weather and-snow began, 
the 


chickens seemed to shake off the slug- 
gisl^esa of the past few weeks and 


,. here and there a farmer was able to 
~ report that 
his fowls 'were laying 


^ again. As a rule the break in the egg 


production comet with the 
gloomy 


'• days and the first touches of cold. 


This year the conditions proved the re- 
verse. 


Speaking of cold storage and can- 


dled eggs, a local observer notes that 
the product marketed by tb,e cold 
storage people is far lower in quality 
than the eggs of i few years ago, 
stored for better markets by the in- 
dustrious housewives of the city and 
country. 


In those days the eggs were tiered 


in plain salt or bran, the knowing one 
standing the egg on the little end, 
thereby causing the yolk to be com- 
pletely surrounded by the white, and 
being thus protected by albumen more 
easily preserved. 


The packed eggs of those days were 


far more deceptive than the cold stor- 
age egg as to freshness. They were 
almost the equal of the strictly fresh 
egg on the table, and were for baking 
and othar purposes just as good. A 
great variation in formulae obtained in 
the various homes, but the art of pre- 
servation was tq be had for the ask- 
ing, and salt and bran -was always the 
basis on which, operations were con- 
ducted. The average cold storage egg 
of the present day markets flavors of 
the ancient in taste, in spite of the 
fact that it candles up to the standard 
required by law and mets the regula- 
tions under which the dealer must do 
service. 


A local dealer states that while 


candling may apparently save a few 
pennies to tl\3 consumer, in the end 
the consumer ioees. He must pay for 
a multitude of candling that can not 
and will not he done for nothing, and 
the egg which he finds on his break- 
fast table may prove a delusion. The 
cold storage egg may candle well, but 
it does not always taste well—and for 
that the dealer can not oe blamed.

THE HOUSE OF THREES. 


Curious Architecture ef 
England's 


Most Peculiar Build inn. 


The most peculiar house in the Unit* 


ed Kingdom Is probably the triangular 
one at Rushton, In Northamptonshire. 
Its design Is supposed to typify the 
trinity. 


This singular building has three sto- 


ries, and each story has three win- 
dows on each of the three sides, while 
each of the windows In two of tbe 
three stories Is In the shape of a tre- 
foil—the three leaved shamrock. 
In 


each of the other windows there are 
twelve panes, arranged In three fours, 
and the panes throughout are trian- 
gular. 


Three gables rise on each side and 


from the center, where their roofs 
meet, a three sided chimney surmount- 
ed by a triangular pyramid terminates 
In a large trefoil. The smoke Issues 
from three round holes on each of the 
three sides of-the chimney. 


Three Latin inscriptions, one on each 


side of the house, have each thirty 
letters, while over the door there is 
another Latin Inscription of three 
words, the English of which is, "There 
are three that bear record," and on 
each side are the carved figures of 
three angels bearing shields. 


Inside tbe house each floor contains 


three three-sided apartments. 
The 


length of each of the walls by outside 
measurement Is thirty-three feet four 
inches-that fa, exactly thirty-three 
and one-third feet—London Telegraph.

One of Its two towers was used 
for torture; the other served as a prison.

One of these was the chair of torture. 
It was very heavily made and studded 
over the seat and at the elbows with 
blunt topped spikes. To It the victim 
was tightly bound, and in a short time 
discomfort began to manifest Itsetffmd 
in time became unbearable. During 
Its continuance the torture was increas- 
ed In several ways by means of wedges 
being passed between the legs and 
screws being applied to the thumbs 
until they began to bleed.

"Bonn, Germany, Nov. 8, 1914. 
"Dear Cousin 


"Responding to your wishes, I will 


proceed at once to answer your card 
of the 14th of October.

idence), from one victory to another 
and drove the French and English 
back to the Marne, during the first 
few weeks of this dreadful war.

the rear or that they •might make an 
invasion into Germany. But. as early 
as October !>. tin- plan of the enemy 
was completely <1< -troyed, by the fall 
of Antwerp.

At the sitne 
tune she held in her hand the Golden 
Cup—the Word of God. which is fall 
of testimony against her, but which 
she used in such a manner as to deceive 
and corrupt them, and to make all the 
people drunk, as our test declares, in- 
dividually and nationally. 


Tbe speaker adverted to his dis- 


course of the previous Sunday, in

Deg- 
radation, mental and moral, ensued, 
while kings and peoples went into a 
drunken sleep from which they are not 
yet fully aroused. 


Daughters of Babylon. 


The Sixteenth Century brought a par- 


tial a\\ akening. but the Adversary was 
at hand to re-entangle those mentally 
confused by the adulterated wine—the 
mixture of Heavenly Truth with earth- 
ly selfishness and deviltry. The time 
had not yet come for the binding of 
Satan, and the Lord allowed bim to 
continue to make the way narrow for 
the zealous, saintly few. To have al- 
lowed the full light of Truth to shine 
In upon the world at that time would 
have meant the permission of tbe great 
Time of Trouble nearly three centu- 
ries too soon; for the Lord's Kingdom 
would not be ready for establishment 
until the full end of tbe six thousand 
years of the reign of Sin aud Death, 
and the completion of the elect num- 
ber of the True Church.

Dec. 14.—The action of the Socialist 
member, Cary Liebgnecht, in 
the 


German Reichstag Dec. 10 in voting 
against the new war credit has 
brought out many expressions of dis- 
approval in party circles. The exec- 
utive committee of the socialist party 
today is considering what measures 
it shall take in view of ithis breach 
of discipline. Dr. Llegknecht, was 
the only member of the Reichstag 
not to vote for the credit. 


The executive committee on 
tJ 


socialist labor unions has adopted a. 
resolution declaring that any mau 
who refuses to vote for the credits 
necessary for the defense and inde- 
pendence of the country, give evi- 
dence by this act that he is indittei- 
ent whether or not hostile armies 
bring war with all its devastation 
into his own country. Nobody who 
is interested in the laboring classes 
and the country this resolution con- 
tinues, could hesitate in his allegi- 
ance to the decision of the 
party, 


which is that in this war when the 
existence of the 
fatherland 
is at 


stake, it is heart and soul with the 
nation. 
The military authorities haye sup- 


pressed for the duration of tne war 
the Staatsburger Zeitung of Berlin, 
an anti-semite organ which f ailed vto 
follow the admonition to discontinue 
all anti-semite propaganda.

WARSfflP DESIGNS 


Work Involved In the Planning of 


a Dreadnought. 


A TASK OF MANY PROBLEMS. 


The Monster Armored Naval Battery 


Must Be Steady In a rUavy «•* Clss 
She It Not • Good Gun Platform. 
Wonderful Accuracy In RtoulU. 
Talk of a Chinese puzzle./ It Is noth- 


ing to the problem tot before a uaval 
designer who has to build a battleship. 


Here he hat ft steel structure of such 


and Mich a length and breadth and 
depth, and into this space, which la 
controlled by hard and fast measure- 
ments, he ha* to fit so moon coal, to 
much armament, loom for so much am 
munition, quarters for so many men, 
space for engines of a certain power 
and also allow for an Immense weight 
of armor. 


Take the original Dreadnought, for 


instance. The task which was given to 
Sir Philip Watts was to plan a battle- 
ship capable of steaming 4,000 miles at 
21 knots, with room for 800 officers and 
men and able to carry ten twelve-incB 
guns with eighty rounds of ainmnnl 
tion for each. 


She had also to be enormously, heav- 


ily armored. This armor alone when 
the sum was worked out was found to 
weigh nearly 10,000 tons and the necea- 
sary coal to weigh -,500 tons. The 
guns and their mountings weighed 
1,000 tons, their ammunition 450 tnns. 


When you add to this that the boil- 


ers and machinery of the first Dread- 
nought were calculated to weigh not 
less than 1,200 tons the reader may be- 
gin to get some faint idea of the diffi- 
culties before the designer. 


We have not even mentioned the 


smaller but quite important "details, 
such as boats—some of them large 
steam launches sixty feet long—an- 
chors and cables of gigantic size and 
weight, torpedoes, etc. 


To be a good naval designer a man 


must be far more than a mere naval 
architect. He must hare the most ex- 
tensive knowledge of all sorts of craft 
and be blessed with a large share of 
imagination into the bargain. 


Now take the' Dreadnought again. 


She is 480 feet long. If her hull bad 
been built of the same shape as pre- 
vious battleships she would hare been 
very unhandy. Her great length would 
have prevented 
her from turning 


quickly, as is always necessary hi a 
sea fight 


Sir Philip got over this difficulty by 


shortening her keel base. Under water 
she is very like a racing yacht, being 
much shorter below water than above. 
Another clever dodge of her designer 
was to fit two'rudders abreast well un- 
der the stern. TheJ same dodge has 
been adopted In all the Dreadnoughts, 
with the result that they are wonder- 
fully quick to answer their helms. 


Quite apart from the marvelous in 


temal fittings of a great warship and 
the utilization of every Inch of space 
inside the null, the hull Itself Is a nerve 
straining problem. A battleship must 
not only be fast, she must also be a 
good sea boat 


This Is all important, for if she Is 


not steady hi a heavy sea she Is not a 
good gun platform. 


To gala the requisite combination of 


speed and steadiness each new war- 
ship, as soon as her plans are complete. 
Is built up in model, and these models 
are tested in a big tank 500 or 600 feet 
long. The models, which are built ab- 
solutely to scale, are drawn through 
the water at certain, speeds, and the 
waves which they make are measured 
by a clever apparatus too technical to 
be here described. 


The designing of a new type of bat- 


tleship Is not a one man job. When a 
new departure Is to be made the mem- 
bers of the board of admiralty call to- 
gether a number of naval experts, and 
the opinion of each to asked and dis- 
cussed. When the general design has 
been approved then the director of 
naval construction and. his assistants 
get to work. 


The extraordinary accuracy of such 


work may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing: 


The Majestic, of 15.000 tons, was de- 


signed by Sir William White. When 
finished and armed she was exactly, to 
a very few pounds, the weight which 
he had estimated beforehand, while 
her center of gravity was within two 
Inches of the point which be had pre- 
viously fixed on.-LondoB Answers.

Batteries of the enemy would appear 
to have been moved to positions fur- 
ther north. 


"In the Woevre district after hav- 


ing occupied a line of entrenchments 
along a front of 500 yards, in the 
forest of Mortmare, ouV troops re- 
pulsed two violent counter attacks.

The Servians advance guards have

"During their retreat, the

trians abandoned many trophies of 
war.
